One of the myths to which 
our society pays lip service — 
that every Canadian family 
should be able to own its own 
home — received anothér blow 
when the interest rate on Na- 
tional Housing Act mortgages 
was raised ‘to six and three 
quarter per cent. 

The rate was boosted in the 
name of “sound fiscal policy,” 
that strange device which gov- 
ernment and economists apply 
from time to time in an attempt 
to match supply andedemand in 
the money market: — 

Raising the rate from 62 to 
634 per cent. — it was only six 
per cent a half dozen years ago 
— Was a signal of the dilemma 
in which the government has 
found jtself as a result of five 
years’ of rising prosperity. 

In order to attract money for 
mortgages from the big lending 
institutions which were 
shying away from NHA mort- 
gages in favor of better-paying 
investments — the interest rate

The first is that NHA. mor- 
gages should be made available 
in the resale of older homes.

On a typical $13,000 mortgage, 
the homé owner over the stand- 
ard 25-year NHA period pays 
back something like $25,000. 
During the first f years of 
his mortgage, because he is — 
carrying so much unpaid princi- 
pal, the interest will eat up 
nearly all of his monthly pay- 
ments. In five years, he will pay 
back something like $5,000, of, 
which only about $1,000 will go 
to reducing the principal. The 
other $4,000 will be swallowed 


up by interest. 


If a taxpayer were permitted 
to deduct mortgage interest up 
to $1,000 from his\ taxable in- 
come each year, this would 
mean thousands of additional 
Canadians would be able to. en- 
tertain the idea of owning their 
own home, 


The home building industry is 
one of the key barometers of 
the country’s economic health. 
It not only provides a lucrative 
field for mortgage investment, 
but affects every segment of the 
economy from the building in- 
dustry itself to forestry, durable 
goods manufacturing and a host 
of service industries. 


It would be a good idea for 
the home building-industry and 
real estate groups hot only to 
call for the elimination of the 11 
per cent. federal sales tax on 
building materials, but for ex- 
tension of NHA loans to old 
homes as wel] as new, along 
with legislation to free Canadi- 
ans from paying taxes on mort- 
gage interest. 

Until measures such. a& these 
are recognized and introduced, 
the whole apparatus of govern- 
ment, the building industry and 
the architectural profession will 
have failed to face up to the 
fundamental problem of shelter

in The Provinces 


In .every provincial capital 
.cross the land this week, the 
soliticians were trying to 


tretch tax dollars to match the 
new demands of education and 
medicare. It was thé legislative 
season in Canada, and from Vic- 
toria to St. John’s, as well as Ot- 
tawa, the lawmakers faced the 
same old problems — tog many 
needs, not enough money. : 

In the provincial legisletures, 
the issues and problems run the 
gamut from bridges and roads 
to law enforcement, fluoridation 
and Sunday sports. 

But topping all the issues in 
the current sessions of the 10 
legislatures are ducation and 
medicare. On the first — educa- 
fion — there is general agree- 
ment that budgets will have to 
rise for at least the next 10 
years, until the current drop in 
the birth rate begins to be felt a 
decade hence. 


On medicare, despite the urg- 
ings of the federal government, 
it was beginning to look as if as 
many different schemes as there 
are provinces, will be hammered 
into shape before the country 
begins to assemble a national, 
universal health care program. 


The Ontario legislature was 
only a few days old when Pre- 
mier Robarts, after rejecting Ot- 
tawa’s share-the-cost offer on 
the grounds that the province 
would be left ho'ding the finan- 
tial bag, unveiled his own medi- 
care program, It will be a gov- 
ernment-run plan’ independent 
of insurance companies and will 
cost $65 million a year in subsi- 
dies to low income residents. 


Because the scheme is not. 


compulsory, it does not meet 
federal government require- 
ments. Nor do the B.C. and Al- 
berta programs. Of the three; 
Alberta’s is the most limited in 
that it merely provides subsidies 
for low income. persons who 
want to join a privately operat- 
ed insurance program. And _rela- 
tively few Albertans — includ- 
ing those who most need help — 
have bothered to join. 

The only medicare plan meet- 
ing federal standards is that 
running in” Saskatchewan. The 
scheme, set 
been maintained by the Liberal 
government and costs have be- 
gun to drep after the first year 
of operation, 

Alberta remains the only offi- 
cial hold-out against medicare in 
principle, but observers believe 
Premier Manning will bow to

In B.C., as well as in Quebee 
and Prince Edward Island 
there’s talk of a provincial elee 
tion this year. Premier Bennett 
has clung to power by khocking 
the props from under the NDP 
by adopting their programs — 
such as socializing the B.C. 
Electric — whenever it looked 
as if his government was in dan 
ger. Around the handsome B.C. 
legislative buildings this year, 
there’s talk that Mr. Bennett 
will upgrade medicare while 
leaving automobile insuranee — 
another pet NDP issue — to a 
newly-appointed royal commis 
sion. - 

The Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and Nova Seotia legislatures 
open next week, and in Regina 
Premier Thatcher faces - the 
prospect of his three-seat major 
ity being further cut in a crucial 
by-election. The Nova Scotia 
and Alberta governments face 
no such danger, but there’s 
mounting controversy in Nova 
Scotia over a proposed Halifax 
hotel room tax. New Brun- 
swick’s lawmakers, meanwhile, 
have been at work since before 
Christmas on Premier Rob- 
ichaud’s plan to take over most 
municipal responsibilities. 


Taxes are also worrying. Pre- 
mier Shaw of Prince Edward Is- 
land, who faces the prospect of 
boosting the island's sales tax to 
six per cent, and would like to 
win another election first. On- 
tario also has heard rumbles of 
an increase in its three per ecnt. 
sales tax. 


Quebec's legislative session 
opened without any central 
piece of keystone legislation but 
the emphasis was on the prov- 
ince’s own war on poverty, with 
the usual stress én defendme 
French culture.

The Quiet Canadians 


* Among the many paradoxes of 
the . Vietnam war, none was 
more mystifying this gveek than 
the u reluctance of 
Canada to attempt to move the 
conflict from the jungle to the 
conference table. 

Canada’s failure to act was 
doubly strange because as a 
member of the International 
Control Commission which had 
been given the-job of truce- 
watching in Vietnam by the 1954 
Geneva Conference, this country 
is one of three nations having a 
recognized legal right to speak 
out on the war. — 

Along with neutralist India 
and Communist Poland, Canada 
accepted the Geneva Conference 
request to maintain observers in 
Vietnam when that country was 
partitioned after the French 
withdrawal. 


The ICC -grew increasingly’ 


helpless as the Communist-led 
National Liberation Front 


stepped up its guerilla war in. 
South Vietnam, and the U.S.- 


reacted with material and mili- 
tary, aid. 

External Affairs Minister 
Martin, who two years ago tried 
to get Japan to take over Cana- 
da's role, assured Parliament re- 
cently that Canada would stay 
on with the truce commission. 

But because of Prime Minis- 


ter Pearson’s reluctance to even - 


discuss the Vietnam conflict, 
there has been a growing suspi- 
cion that Ottawa would not 
make any moves which had not 
first been cleared with Wash- 
ington. 

As prim. minister, Mr. Pear- 
son's preocc. ‘ation with domes- 
tic politics hoo isolated him 
from the kind of international 
diplomacy at which he showed 
9 daring in the 1956 Suez cri- 
sis. 

Also unexplained has been 
President Johnson's famous let- 
ter to Ottawa of last summer. 
Did Mr. Johnson ask Canada to 
send troops to Vietnam or did 
he not? If he did, it would indi- 
cate the U.S. expected Canada to 
give Washington its full backing 
despite this country's commit- 
ment to the Vietnam truce com- 
mission. — 

But because the President re- 
fuses to give Mr. Pearson per- 
mission to make the letter pub- 
lic, it is doubtful if we will ever 
know what it contained. 

It is recognized around the 
world that it will take another 
Geneva conference to extricate 


camel = 


the U.S. from Vietnam. Why 
then has Canada not taken the 
lead to get one going? 

The explanation is either that 

- behind-the-scenes efforts are al- 
ready being made in this direc- 
tion, or that Mr. Pearson has de- 
cided the problem is too critical 
to Ottawa-Washington relations 
for Canada to dabble in. 

The North Vietnamese, 
backed up solidly by China and 
reluctantly by the Soviet Union, 
have said that U.S. troops will ” 
have to get out of Vietnam be- 
fore talks can begin. They've 
added that the U.S. would then 
have to sit down with the Na- 
tional Liberation Front — the 
Viet Cong — to work out peace 
terms. ‘ 

The U.S., on the other hand, 
contends that the negotiations 
would have to-be between two 
entirely different parties — the 
South Vietnamése government 
in Saigon and the North Viet- 
namese regime in Hanoi. 

The Communists view the 
conflict as an undeclared war 
between the U.S. and the people 
of South Vietnam (the Viet 
Cong.) The Americans view it 
as an invasion of South Vietnam 
by the Hanoi. regime in the 
north. 

Following the Honolulu con- 
ference between President 
Johnson and Saigon Premier N. 
C. Ky (rhymes with he), the 
U.S. ‘appeared to have at last 
settled on a basic strategy to 
maintain maximum _ pressure 
without escalating the war be- 
yond recovery, 

The main elements of the 
strategy are to try to recover 
the three-quarters of South 
Vietnam now controlled by the 
Cor munists, but to avoid any 
{roop incursions into -North 
Vietnam. Such super-escalation 
would bring the Chinese Army 
marching into the ~ Indochina 
deltas. 

The hope is that a war of at- 
trition — and time — will even- 
tually convince the Communists 
that they, cannot win a military 
victory in the south. it 

The U.S. already appears re- 
signed to being unable to win 
military victory. The chorus of 
rising dissent at home will even- 
tually make it politically safer 
for President Johnson to nego- 
tiate a settlement, providing he 
can find some way of presenting 
it to the American public as a 
settlement, and not a sell-out,
